The 
King is very well difpofed to put his own Troops 
intoa Condition of fubfilting at their own Expence, 
as long asthey fhall ftay in Poland: And his Majefty 
will take the fame Care that they be.no Charge to 
the Inhabitants during their March. 
‘ As to your Demand, Gentlemen, for expunging

Confider, pray, 
that "tis not to be accomplifh’d, without a 
about it with the Minifters of Ruffia, and witheut a 
Reference to the Treaties and Alliances made with 
that Crown. The Emprefs of Ruffia has promifed 
by repeated Affurances, to recal her Troops from 
Poland, as foon as the Republick is reftored to a per- 
feét Tranquillity. Her Czarian Majefty has ingag’d 
not to infift on the leaft Compenfation for the fending 
of her Troops. Can fhe perform her Promifes be- 
fore fhe is fure of the Re-eftablifhment of the Peace, 
which is the End of her making them? The Pleni- 
potentiary Minifter of that Princefs is ready to. enter 
into a Negociation with the Republick upon this 
Affair, as foon as ever the Chamber of Deputies is 
qualify’d to go upon Bufinefs. But is it poifible for 
her to treat with the.faid Chamber to any Purpofe, 
while it continues in a State fo paflive ? 
‘ Youinift, Gentlemen, on the fupprefling of that 
Claufe inthe A&, That the Ruffian Army came to pro- 
te and defend the Liberty of ‘the Poles. But furely 
you are not ignorant, that this Army was in Poland 
long before the Election of the King, and that the 
Detence of our precious Liberties was the Caule of 
the introducing of thofe Troops, as it has been the 
Effect of it? For it cannot, with Juftice, be deny’d, 
that they have protected the Republick, rather than 
opprefs’d it. But neverthelefs, if after all this, the 
following Claufe »be infifted on to be inferted in the 
A&t, viz. That the King wiil employ Limjelf to procure 
the immediate Departure of the Troops, without en- 
gaging the Republick in it, the States may act as 
‘they they fhall think fit. All that [ am farther in 
Duty bound to add, Gentlemen, is to befeech you to 
confider that fuch Behaviour would be diametrically 
oppofite to the fundamental Maxims of the Repub- 
lick, which has referved to mfelf the Cognizance and 
Difcuffion of all Affairs relating to either Peace or 
War. If my }Reprefentations have had any Effect 
‘upon you at laft, F hope, that as a Proof of it, I may 
-now be allowed-to colleét your Votes for the Choice 
of a Marfhal. 

But the Matter was again obftructed by the Deputies 
who propofed the Alterations in the Act, and by thofe 
who complajn’d that the Ruffian Troops iil! continaed 
their Exattions in the Provinces, tho’ they had receiv’d 
Orders to the contrary. 


The following is a Tranflation of the King’s Diploma, 
which was prefented to the Chamber of Deputies on the 
11th Inftant.

Aveustus, by the Grace of God, King of Poland, &c. &c. 


: LTHOUGH we have fufficiently removed all 

& manner of Doubt and Sufpicion that our Sub- 
« jeéts could conceive, with Regard to the Security and 
¢ Maintenance of the Immunities and Liberties of the 
‘. Kingdom of Poland, and the Great Dutchy of Lithu- 
‘-ania, not only by the Oath which our Plenipoten- 
‘ tiaries took in our Name at the Time of our happy 
‘ Eleétion, but by our own Perfonal Oath which we 
‘ took firftat Tarnowitz on the 6th of January 1734, 


‘ and afterwards at Cracow, at the Time of our happy 


‘ Coronation: And though we have moreover made 
‘ abundant Provifion for the Security above-mentioned, 
‘.firit of all by a Diploma iffued the fame Year, which 
‘ confirms al] the Rights, both Spiritual and Temporal ; 
* afterwards by the Refolution taken in the Councils, 
‘ which we held with the States of the Republick at 
‘ Oliva and Warfaw; and finally, by repeating our 
‘- Declaration, that we had no other View in the In- 
‘ treduétion of our Troops into the Kingdom, than 
‘ the maintaining its violated’ Liberties, the averting a 
‘ War from it, and the reftoring the publick Tran- 
¢ quillity ; neverthelefs we are willing to promife and 
‘ declare moreover, upon our Royal Word, that we 
« will fend away our Troops out of the Limits of the 
‘-Kingdom, except only 1200 Men, which were 
‘ granted us by the Coniftitution of 1717, for the Guard 
« of our Perfon, not doubting but the States of the Re- 
‘ publick-will provide, in the prefent Dyet of Pacifi- 
‘ cation, for the Security of Majeity, and the Reitora-

“tion of the publick Tranquillity. “We  dedare alfo 
* upon our Royal Word, that we will employ all our 
‘ Endeavours, in Conjunction with the States of the 
* Republick, that the Ruffian Troops may likewife 
‘ evacuate the Kingdom without any Preterice, con- 
* formable to the 23d Article of the Pafa Comventa: 
* And as we have already received amicable Declara- 
‘ tions from the Court of Ruffia in Alliance with this 
‘ Republick, that they will withdraw their Troops 
‘ without forming any Pretenfion, as foor as the 
* Peace of the Kepublick is firmly eftablithed, we 
doubt not but they will have the full Efe% that we 
expected from them, and that the Ruffian Troops 
will evacuate the Kingdom in the Manner which has 
been agreed upon in the Conferences with the Pleni- 
potentary of the Courtof Ruffia. We will not fail 
to co-operate with the States of the Republick, whofe 
Interefts are infeparable from ours, for bringing this 
Affair toa fpeedy Iffue. For the greater Security of 
the faid States, we have fign’d thefe Prefents with our 
own Hand; and fealed them with the Seal of the 
Kingdom, and of the Great Dutchy of Lithuania ; 
and we permit them to be ‘inferted in the Volume of 
Laws.. Done at Warfaw in the General Dyet of 
Pacification, Oclober 11, 1735. *

‘ The Imperial Army commanded by the Count de 
Seckendort, decainp’d laft Thurfday from Cleon, 
and advane’d Yeiterday within a {mall Leagie of 
Triers, to oblige the French either to rep:’. “he 
Mofelle,.or to come toa Battle. And the Count 
propofes To-morrow Morning to take Poft on in 
Eminence, and from thence to batter both the City 
of Triers and the Enemy’s Camp. As he has but 
28 Field Pieces with him, he has difpatch’d an Lx- 
prefs to Luxemburg, with Orders to fend him fort) 
with feveral Bieces of heavy Artillery ; and ‘tis be- 
lieved that he has already received a great Reinforce 
ment of Troops from the Upper Rhine. Acco: Jing 
to a Lift that is feen here, the Imperialifts had but 
100 Men. killed and wounded in their late Engage - 
ment with the French near Claufen. The greateit 
Part of their Troops lyes {till canton’d along the 
Rhine, without any Appearance of their going into 
Winter Quarters, till they have Advice that the 
Enemy’s Army is intirely feparated. Some Days 
ago a Party of Houflars teiz'd 1000 Buthels of Corn, 
which the French had at Rockenaw, a Bailywick ‘in 
the Palatinate, and carried it to Gerntheim. The 
latter have again taken Pofleffion of feveral Places 
which they had abandon’d on the ocker Side of the 
Rhine, and have alfo confiderably reinforced their 
Troops in the Lines of Spierbach. 

Frankfort, OGeb. 30. ‘The Count de la Marck, Ge- 
neral of the ‘lroops of the Circle of Weftphalia, was 
dangeroully wounded in the AGtion near the Mofel!¢ 
on tae 21ft Inftant. They add, that feveral Imperial 
Officers and Voluntiers in their Service, were alfo kil- 
led ; and that the young Count Naflau, Son to Count 
William Maurice of tha:Name (whois Lieutenant General 
in the Service of the High and Mighty States General, 
and Governor of Sluys in Flanders) and Nephew t6 the © 
Farl of Grantham, who is Lord Chamberlain of the 
Houfhold to the Queen of Great Britain, is in the Num- 
ber of the Slain. Count Seckendorf*s Army has paffed 
the Riveg Salm, and is arrived near Schweig and Ering, 
a League from Trers ; and the French Army igyetired 
to their Intrenchments under the Cannon of riers. 
They were purfued a while by the Imperial Huffars, 
and by the Sclavonian Companies; but they retreated 
in fuch good Order, that they fuftained no Lofts,

‘ Tis publickly affirmed at Veriailles, that M. 
Chauvelin, Keeper of the Seals, and Count Oza- 
rowski, the Ambaflador of Poland, being each fur- 
nifhed with the neceflary full Powers, have concluded 
a Treaty, by which the King has renewed and rati- 
fied all the Engagements he has entered into before 
and fince the Election of King Staniflaus, in order to 
maintain the faid Prince on the Throne of Poland, 
and to fecure the Poles in the Ptefervation of their. 
Rights. They add, that the faid Treaty was figned 
by both thofe Minifters on the 27th of September 
laft; that it confifts of 9 Articles, and that tis to be

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ntzick, Odob. 22. The Magiftrates have received 
freth Orders from the Court of Ruffia, to ey forth- 
with what remains due of the Tax impofed on this 
City ; fo that the Hopes we had of obtaining fome 
Abatement of it, are now entirely vanifhed.

But this 1s a 
Piece of News which ought not to be credited till it ts 
confirmed. 

Hanover, Ofcb. 28. The Deputies of the States of 
this Eleftorate being aflembled lately in the Court of 
Chantery, to hear the Propofals made to them from the 
King of Great Britain, our molt Serene Eleftor, by 
two of his Privy Counfellors, were agreeably furprifed 
to find, that, inflead of demanding a Subfidy of them, 
as they expected, his Majefty gave them to underftand, 
that, rather than over-burden his Subjects, of whoie 
Z-al and Fidelity he was fo certain, he had thought fit to 
furnith his Quota of the feveral Roman Months which 
the Empire had thought fit to grant to the Emperor 

fince the Beginning of the prefent War, out of his own 
Finnances ; and that he had alfq provided for the Main- 
tenance of the Quota of Troops which he had fent to 
the Army of the Empire : So kind a Declaration has 
diffufed an univerfal Joy throughout the wholeElectorate, 
which refounds with good Withes to fo worthy a Bene- 
fa€tor; who treats his Subjeéts more like a Father than 
| a Sovereign. 

His Majefty having fent for the Chevaljer de Rufca 
from Cafle!, who is an excellent Painter, he fate to him 


for his Pidture, in which he pleafed his Majeity to fuch 


a Degree, that befides the Favour his Majefty did him 
to expreis his Approbation of it, he fent him to make 
a Preient of it to Prince William of Hefle-Caffel ; and 
his Majetty has alfo encouraged him to repair to Lon- 
don, there to draw his own Pitture again, and like- 
wife thofe of the Queen, and all the Royal Family. 
*Tis faid the Chevalier propofes to go over to England 
this Winter. It feems the Lord Harrington thought 
the King's Pifture alsove-mentioned fo well done, that 
his Lordship alfo {ace to him for his Picture. 
Paris, Nov. 2. Letters of the 20th from the Army 
in Italy, fay, that there’s avery keen Froit there ; but 
that the Marfhal de Noailles continued in the Necks 
of the Trentine ; and if it be true, as tis reported, that 
the Duke de Montemar is to join him, thofe two Ge- 
netals defign, as jure as can be, to force the Germans 
to re-pais the Mountains. Don Manuel de Leon, who 
commands the Spanith Troops at the Blockade of Man- 
tua, fays, he has certain Advice, that the City is in a 
miferable Condition, and that he hopes it will not hold 
out long. The Duke de Montemar has given Orders 
forcarrying back to Leghorn, the Artillery, Carriages 
and Ammunition that were on the Road to Mantua. 
We are informed, that the Marfhal de Noailles is going 
ta fequefter the Revenues of the Dutchy of Modena; 
but for what Reafon is not faid. ‘The Duke de Sora, 
Ambailador from the King of the two Sic'lies to the 
Court of Spain, has befpeke two magnificent Suits of 
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back, examining the Siniation of the Place from Top 
to Bottom, and the narrow Pafles that are about it, 
being fullyconvinced of the Maxim fo neceflary fora 
General, to be perfectly acquainted with the Site of the 
Country where he commands; and the Marhal has 
taken Care to have Plans drawn of all the Places that he 
goes to vifit, ‘The Troops that are cantoned on and- 
about this Mountain, may like their Quarters tolerably 
well at preferit ; but they will with perhaps that they 
had never feen it in a Month or two, when covered 
with Snow, which it commonly is in the Month of 
November. 

Vienna, Ofob. 19. Sunday Iaft, about 10 in the 
Forenoon, Prince Eugene arrived here from the Army, 
and after having changed his Cloaths, went immediately 
to wait on the Emperor, with whom he ftaid till Noon, 
and then dined with a great Number of other Perions 
of the firft Quality, at the Houfe of his Imperial. Ma- 
jefty’s Mafter of the Horfe, who Yefterday gave a grand 
Entertainment to folemnize his Highnefs’s Birth-day, 
who then entered the 73d Year ofhis Age. ‘The fame 
Day the Duke d’Aremberg returned alfo from the Im- 
perial Army. Prince Eugene will fet out To-morrow 
for his Country Seat at Hoff. By a Lift which is lately 
publifhed of the Emperor’s Generals, it appears there 
are 19 Generals who are Field-Marfhals, 26 Generals 
of Horfe, 19 Generals of Artillery, 12 Lieutenant- 
Generals Field-Marfhals, and 123 Major-Generals. 
‘Fhe Count de Khuen, who is arrived from Tyrol, has: 
brought Advice, that the Enemy had a Defign, by: 
Means of a*great Detachment, to force General Neu-- 
perg’s Poft upon Mount Baldo, where he had 1000 
Men regular ‘Troops, 700 Arquebufiers, and 300 Huf- 
{ars, and then to furprize Roveredo ; but the faid Ge- 
neral gave them fuch a warm Reception, that moft of 

the Detachment were killed on the Spot, and the reft 
owed their Lives to their Flight.
